THE DOG LAW 



"Any owner or harhoier of a dog. subject to be taxed, 
who slm.ll fail or refuse to list same with the as-seasor, shall 
l>e fined in anv sum not exceeding $10 for each dog he so fails 
or refuses to list for taxation; and any person who shall keep 
or harbor a dog upon his premises or elsewhere, and who fails 
or refuses to pay the tax thereon when due. shall be lined in any 
sum not exceeding for each offence and upon conviction, 
the judgement may include an order requiring such dog to be 
killed, which order may be executed by any peace officer, who 
shall be allowed $1 therefor, to be laxed as costs. It shall be 
the duty of the sheriff and his deputies, and each constable in 
his district, to kill or cause to be killed any dog, the ow nerof 
Which has failed or refused to pay the tax thereon when due. 
and for each dog so killed, without the order of acourt, such 
officer shall be allowed by the Bsc*] court liftv cents, to be 
paid out of the dog tax fund.

they disappc.msl. mid the Indians all 
atarted olT In that direction. Kono's 
command had evidently rallied, and 
they all got together, so his only hope 
was to crawl around under the under 



■till around the bushes and so set fire 
to the tlinb-r. The smoke and flames 
forced them out of their hiding place 
Just as laekWM and tiornrd joined 
them, having left their horses where 
they lirst met, smiling prnss In their 
nostrils to prevent them from attract- 
ing attention. Wrupplng their blouses 
around their heads, they succeeded in 
escaping Into the thick brush along 
the hank of the creek. From here they 
saw that McDougnll had Joined Reno 
with the pack train. At the finish of 
the firing In the direction where Cus- 
ter was hundreds of Indians returned, 
and the light on the hill was kept up 
all night. The two scouts got their 
horses and. with O'Nell and I)e Rudlo 
holding the tails, decided to ford the 
river under darkness at the place 
where they had crossed in the morn 
lng. By making a detour round the In 
dians and as It was dark they pnssed 
close to three bands of red men with- 
out molestation, O'Nell and I)e Rudlo 
on the occasions keeping alongside the 
horses nnd out of sight. The fourth 
party came along and shouted to them 

loose nnd the two afoot dropped and 

The Indians pursued tin -horsemen 
n short distance, tiring shots at them, 
but did not see the two men in the 
sagebrush, although they passed in siu- 
glo^Jile within three or four feet of 

O'Xeil nnd he reached the ford nnd 
decided to secrete themselves and wnlt 
until daylight. The moon came out but 
dlmh, and I hey saw n party that look- 
ed like American cavalry, as they were 
on American horses and dressed In the 
soldier's Uniform, the lender riding a 
sorrel horse with four white legs. He 
was sure that it was Captain Tom ('us 
ter. ElatetL he cried out. "Hello, cap- 
tain!" The rider stopped, audi although 
they could not sco_hiiii. t\JliMHllsh yell 
and a volley of bu]lct.s"To]d them they 
were Indians.

The bleached bones of buf- 
fnloes and now and then the ■hagfj 
head of this monarch of the plains, 
testifying to the recent pnssnge of In- 
dian hunters, were met with from 
I time b> time scattered nmong the 
wickiups or temporary shelters made 
of saplings and tree branches, but so 
fnr no signs of the hostile Sioux were 
encountered. Our picturesque Crow 
and (Tee allies had brought Informn- 
i tion of the near nppronch of the Sioux, 
and we were In hourly expectation that 
the savages would appear to dispute 
Plains scarred by deep

Indians came hunting for the fugitives, 
believing, of course, that It was only 
some wounded soldier. While hunting 

for tbem ihey approached within the 

yards, and. evidently having seen 
them, one jumped from his horse, 
when lie Rudh Bled and dropped him 
dead. (('Neil's carbine knocking the 
other one out of his saddle and killing 
blui. The 'ndiiins in the hills saw the 
flash ami puff and tired another volley 
In that direction, but the two desperate 
men hustilj concealed themselves be 
hind a big log which several bullets 
had struck. The bullets struck the 
ground within a few feet aud even 
Inches of them continuously. 

Again the woods were Ami at this 
point, but as It had been rainy In the 
evening the smoke was stronger than 
the flames and was thus (heir salva- 
tion, aud Ihey hid In a deep part of 
the creek with only their heads out of 
water, but with their cartridges nnd 
firearms on the bank ready for action. 
They rcuinined there and In a little 
oasis of bushes that the tire had not 
touched, without moving or speaklug. 
until 11 o'clock on the Jilth of June. 
About 4 o'clock there were two signal 
pistol shots tired, the Indian vedette 
left his post at the ford and a loud 
voice was heard haranguing the In- 
dians, and a band of three or four hun- 
dred passed closely and rode off. They

The 
trains were closed up, and the com- 
panies of the Fifth infantry, under 
General Miles: the Sixty-sixth, under 
Colonel Moore and the Twenty-second, 
under Colonel Otis, were extended 
along the Hanks and moved In the 
rear as rapport*. For a few minutes 
all was expectation and anxiety. 

"A single horsemnn advanced from 
the timber, and there was a muttered 
exclamation from many mouths, 'There 
they come:' As we strained our* ears 
for the report of the first gun the 
horseman advanced toward the skir- 
mishers making signs of friendship. 
It proved to be Bill Cody, the scout, 
better known as Buffalo Rill," dressed 
In the magnificence of the border fash- 
ion, lie announced that we were In 
front of Oeneral Crook's command and 
Bald we might put off all bloody 
thoughts fur that day. Such a recep- 
tion probably no man ever received, as
